Action Wanted 

The protest meeting held in Vulcan this week 
brought home forcibly the fact that many farmers are 
in a Dad financial position as a direct result of being 
unable to dispose ot all their 1953 crop 

We are not disposed to sermonize and say that 
the general farm prosperity of the past ten years 
should have allowed farmers to build up a cash reserve 
to tide them over. Many, particularly those who have 
only been farming since the war, were caught in the 
tide of high land prices and high machinery prices, 
and their profits hjve gone into capital improvements. 

A year of low farm income atfects everyone. Re¬ 
tailers can only extend credit to a certain limit—past 
that they jeopardize their own businesses. 

Several suggestions for alleviating the situation 
came out of the farmers meeting here. Possibly the 
one that would help most, under present conditions, 
would be a sizable interim payment for the 1953 crop, 
to be made as soon as possible. 

The federal government—either unaware of the 
seriousness of th situation as it affects the wheat 
farmer or preferring to ignore it—must be made to re¬ 
alize that emergent measures are necessary to avert 
a serious economic crisis in wheat-growing communit¬ 
ies. *
